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‘STORMING OF SIDI 
BARRANI DESCRIBED | 


The capture of Sidi Barrani, which was the first signal success in the British 
drive against the Italians in the Western Desert, is fully described in a press dispatch 
just received in the Colony. ‘Writing from Sidi Barrani itself, the correspondent says 
that troops which took the place were a British brigade of an Indian division which 
had been rushed to the spot on the previous day. The correspondent saysi— 


The British-drive from Mersa Matruh to the Egyptian fron- 
tler will no doubt go down to history as the Battle of Sidi Barrani. 
In this series of engagernents, which lasted four days, the fight- 
ing round Sidi Barrani itself was undoubtedly the stiffest. Here 
four Blackshirt divisions put up what ia admitted by their 


opponents to have been ‘a very 


stout defence, General: Gallina, 


commanding the 23rd Corps, was personally in command and the 
morning after the surrender this elderly officer asked permission 


to.address his: troops.. 


In a dignified and touching speech he 


thanked them for having fought as Fascists, 


The troops. which took Sidi 
Barrani were a British brigade 
of an Indian division which had 
been rushed to Nibeiwa. and 
Tummar on the previous day. 
They were. materially ‘ assisted, 
i an armoured brigade which 
already had pushed forward be- 


.[hind the Italian positions and 


renched the coast between Sidi 
Barrani and Bugbugq, thus prac- 
tically cutting off the Blackshirt 
division's retrent, 

After bivouncking in the desert 
the three .battalions advanced — at 
dawn over the few remaining miles, 
4 South Country battalion of the 
ett, Hightanders in the: centre, ond 
Midlanders on the right, 

About two miles south of the 
villaze they came under fire: from 
defences. Going in to. the ate 
tack, our men found the Hallans well 
posted in a strongly entrenched 
position, protected by well-sighted 
machine-guns, against which it was 
to advance without heavy 
loss, 

The help of tanks and artillery was 
called in. Tanks of the armoured 
brigade were the handicst for the 
leftward battalion, while guns suc- 
ceeded at first in casing the way for 
the Midlanders on the right. These 
two battalions were consequently 
able to pet forward first. 


A Hail of Bullets 


About two o'clock the officer.com- 
manding the» Highlanders, hear 
that the other two buttallons were 
maldng progress on the flanks, accid- 
ed to take the bull by the horns, and 
ordered his men to rush the position, 
their cue with a fine 
resolution, and, working forward un- 
der o hall of bullets from enfilading 
muchineguns, got in among the Black~ 
shirts with the bayonet. In a few

Captured Base Visited . 

After a visit to the entrenched 
camps at Nibeiwa, Tummar, and Sidl 
Barrani, my first main impression is 
of the skill and the fighting qualities 
which enabled the British force to 
roll up in ua few days an enemy force 
more than twice as numerous and 
strongly entrenched; my second im- 
pression !s"of the immense mass of 
material which the Italians had accu- 
mulated in these udvanced bases for 
the invasion of Egypt, and which has 
now fallen into our hands, for the 
most part undamaged. 

Nibelwa, the first position to have 
been carried, is a camp covering 2 
bare platenu about a mile square with 
n shallow valley in front. The whole 
position is surrounded by 2 double 
stone wall, with:shelters every 50 
yards for the Libyans who lined the 
perimeter. To the enst and south it 
was further strengthened by antl- 
tank obstacles, barbed wire, and 
land mines. Dotted ubout the 
interior were the armaments of 
General Maletti’s column, 

The place presented an extraordin- 
ary sight, stl? with vehicles of every 
sort, from ginnt Diesel-driven 10-ton 
tanks to staff cars—although by the 
time I reached the camp most of the 
immedintely serviceable lorries and 
trucks had been requisltloned for the 
evacuation of prisoners. Here and 
there troops and transport mules 
wandeted disconsolate, and in one 
corner I found a sheep suckling baby 
lambs. Immense. quantities of stores, 
both of food and of mechanical 
equipment, were stacked in tents or 
in the open. . _ 

Three Smaller Camps 


* A short way north of Nibelwa lics 
group of three camps, cach some- 
what smaller than Nibelwa—namcely, 
Habsa (otherwise known as Poin 
90), Tummar.East and Tummar. West. 
The troops which had taken Nibelwa 
went on and. captured first Tummar 
East, then .Tummnar West. Both 
were in our hands by Monday 
evening. ‘Here, too, the actlon was 
short and sharp. :

As I proceeded from Tummar to 
Sidi Barrani the whole of a belt 10 
miles wide between them appeared 
to be one’ vast munitions park. Every 
few hundred yards were dumps of 
oll fuel and other munitions. Thou- 
sonds upon thousands of rounds were 
collected here. Prisoners declare 
that an advance to the Nile was ¢x- 
pected during the coming weeks. 
The immense accumulation of stores 
Which our troops found in ,all these 
camps tnd In the distributing centre 
of Buqbugq fully bears this out.

Soddu's resignation is yet another 
in a long series. On December 11 
Marshal Badogilo resigned, reportedly 
because he was disgusted at the 
way Mussolini had entered the 
war without adequate prepara- 
tlon and against the wish of most 
ttalians:—A~day—tater—the—general- 
in command of the Dodecanese 
Islands ‘followed suit and he was 
Joined by the naval leaders including 
the Chief of Naval Staff, his deputy, 
and the Commander-in-Chief of the 
Italian ficet.’ 


Shortage of Leaders 


“The fact that Mussolini has had to 
‘call on his Chief of Staff is a sign of 
the extreme shortage of military’ 
léaders willing to conduct Mussolini's 
war.

Day by day, the air war 
over Britain: provides 
proof that British aero- 
planes are superior in 
design and construction 
to those of. Germany. ; 

Indeed, the proof is so 
conclusive as to make 
Britain’s pre-war claims 
appear far too modest. 
In numbers only has the 
enemy now «a measure of 
superiority, and this will 
be .soon offset by the 
gigantic effort being made 
in Britain and in the Em- 
pire generally. 

To appreciate the achieve- 
ment of. the British aircraft 
industry, it is well to “note 
that, because of Britain's ges- 
ture of disarmament, the Air 
Force ranked fifth among 
those of the nations in 1932. 
The British Government hesi- 
tated long in the hope that an 
arms race could be avoided. 
Eventually, the need of ex- 
panding the R.A.F, could not 
be denied, and in May 1936 a 
programme was announced 
for completion by March 19:47. 

Developments in Germany 
revealed that this step was not 
‘enough, and a second and

Living in Belgium you, feel 
there is something in the ‘Ger- 
man machine that does not work 
ag smoothly as it should. There 
appear to be two distinct fea- 
tures,.. the military and. the 
economic, which are often out of 
gear. When economic plans 
break down the’ military «take 
charge. In spite of the de- 
moralized temper of the troops, 
the military machine still works 
through inertia with tolerable 
efficiency, and it would be wrong 
to regard ‘the soldiers os on the 
road to an carly revolution. 


It is often said,. and with 
apparent truth, that: nine-tenths 
of all Germans are out of sym- 
pathy with their Nazi masters, 
but if this is really s0 they are 
the passive nine-tenths, who will - 
not of themselves rise in active ° 
revolt against the active’ one-. 
tenth. But there is’ another 
possibility, which some com- 
petent observers incline to re- 
gard even as a probability. 


-The stunned spirit .of the 
Belgians has largely recovered, 
and the word “revolution” is 
often whispered. -It was heard 
now and then as far back as 
August, but only in a vague and 
dreamy way. -' But the economic 
spoliation of the country which 
has not yet reduced the people’ 
to the apathy following long and 
gradual starvation has aroused 
intense resentment. 


For the’ moment only the 
spirit of revolt ia there, ready to- 
take shape if practical’ op- 
pera should arise. At the

The 
only tangible. thing. in the goal 
towards which minds tend is the

The problem of King, Leopold 
is not often raised, It is dimf- 
cult at present to say definitely 
how the King stands with his- 
people in Belgium: Something 
akin to incipfent propaganda for 
Leopold, la Roi Humain is afoot - 
and many people wear a tiny 
gift crown in. their buttonhole as 
n symbol of: adhesion to his 
cause.. The King appears to be. 
in some sort of conflict with the 
Germans, though no trustworthy . 
information is available on the 
nature of their disagreements, 
He is more or less a prisoner, 
and while this fact and ‘the 
belief that he is causing the 


Germans difficulties tend to im-. <”. 


prove his position, he is still far 
from enjoying the ‘affection of 
the whole of the Belgian people.

~ on the ship's articles unt! the end of 
six months and Frain was informed 
of this by Mr Lawson, the Marine 
Superintendent, thut day, Frain was 

_ ater seen having dinner on board, the 
ship that evening, and that was the 
last time he was seen on board. At 
about 10,80 am. on December 18, 
Capt McRae boarded the ship, and 
was told by the Chief Engineer that 
Frain was not on board. The ship 
wafted until 11.02 a.m, for Frain to 
appear.and galled with a supplemen- 
tary engincer on board, Frain's gear 
was sent ashore Jn the agent's Jounchi. 

: ’ Captain’n Evidence 

Evidence was given by Capt McRae, 
who sald the. ship sailed without 
Frain at 11.02 a.m.

Captured Base Visited 


After.a visit to the entrenched

Three Smaller Camps 


A short way north of Nibeiwa lies 
u,group of three camps, cach some- 
what smaller than Nibelwa—namcely, 
Habsa (otherwise, known as Point 
90), Tummar East'and Tummar West. 
The troops which had ‘taken Nibciwa 
weat on and captured first Tummar 
East, then Tummar West. Both 
vere in our hands by Monday 
evening. « Here, too, the actlon wag 
short and sharp.

ALBANIA 


LONDON, Jan. 13 (Reuter).— 
General Soddu has had ilttte military 
experience although he was Vices 
Chief of Staff under Marshal Gra- 
ziani from June to November last 
year. 

Mis two months in Albania have 
been one long series of defeats. At 
no point have the forces under his 
command made a stand against the 
Gréecks and ‘he has been out- 
manocuvred on every hand dy the 
strategy of - General Mataxas ‘and 
General Papagos.

Shortage of Leaders 


The fact that Mussolini. has had to 
call on his Chief of Staff is a sign of 
the extreme shortage of military 
leaders willing to conduct Mussollni’s 
war.
